It had developed Into n weary wind-
ward leg, one of those legs that show
how stupid the major sport of yachting
can be. The hendsalls of the racing
yachts fluttered in the light breezes,
whose velocity wns not more thnn three
miles nn hour. The ocenn lay placid
as n mill pond, ami the spectators on
the following craft were getting a sail
for their money, whatever else they
might not bp getting.

Shamrock Sticks to Ilesoluto
Half an hour before starting time the

nnvy boats began shooing the excursion
craft nnd yachts, not only off tho
course, but n good two miles bnck of
the starting line, In order that tho rncing
craft should have every opportunity to
Jockey for tho stnrt. At this time the
regnttn committee tug Horryton had
established her position several hundred
yards from the lightship.

It wns evident from the nutact that
the Shnmrock's skipper had no inten-
tion of permitting the Itesolnte to get
nway from him ns he did ut tho stnrt of
Thursday's race. hcrever Hesolutc
sailed there, In close vicinity, was
Shamrock.

Skinner Adams wns not runninc nwnv

Average Conditions

In fact, in
Thursday's race it was clearly Indi-
cated thnt under conditions then ob-
taining Hesolute hnd the heels of her
rival. That demonstration, of course,
was very significant. It meant u great
deal, more especially so inasmuch ns
the sort of ronilitlons that obtained on
Thursday nre n fnlr average of July
conditions off the consts of New Jer-
sey and Long Island.

What Kir Thomns nnd his confreres
were pulling for today was n whole-sa- il

breeze, or in any event n wind suf-
ficiently weighty to shove the chal-
lenger over on her salliug lines.

Any shellback will tell you that a
yacht designed chiefly to sail with n
list to starboard or port is not going
to do so well when she is driven
nlong upright, "stiff as a church," n
the sailor say.

Judgment Reversed
Now wo bad supposed that light airs

wcro Shamrock's metier nnd hnd look-
ed for Hesolute'n best chance to come
when the breezes were somewhat
weighty. With knowledge now In our
possession we find the necessity of re-
versing this judgment, so the next thing
to know is whether Resolute is nlso
superior when breezes nre lusty. Sir
Thomas thinks not. so do the men who
arc handling her. Which wns the grent
reason why gifts from Old Aeolus were
Invoked today. v

Those who visited the two sloops In
n press lntinrh nt nn enrly hour today
found tho two crews transferring from
their liniiselmntH to the ynrhts, where nt
once they M to work stripping off the
sail coverings and drnwlng fromMintches
the bend sails thnt would be used in
railing around the Hook tn the start
ing line.
